Quebec NDP to redefine role

A programme (or a completely 
new orientation for the Quebec 
wing of the New Democratic 
Party surfaced at a press con- 
ference yesterday. 

Laurier LaPierre, a professor 
in McGUI's French Canada 
Studies Programme and a vice- 
president of the Quebec NDP, and 
Emile Boudreau, a union leader, 
put forward a manifesto entitled 
"Propositions pour une Nouvelle 
Alliance." 

The key recommendation of the 
manifesto is that the NDP 
"disappear definitely from the 
Quebec political scene as far as 



Quebec politics is concerned." 

The Quebec wing of the party 
must then redefine its role in 
federal politics, while the Cana- 
dian NDP "must recognize 
Quebec's full right to self-de- 
termination, including the right 
to secession if this is the desire 
(expressed by the population of 
Quebec." 

Disappearance from Quebec 
politics "does not constitute a 
great sacrifice for the NDP 
since, to all practical ends, it 
has completely disappeared in 
any case." 

The few vestiges which remain 
would not suffice to relaunch the 
NDP even if, by some impossibi- 



lity, the Parti Québécois were to 
disappear tomorrow morning." 

However, since Confederation 
is still in existence, the NDP has 
a "transitory" role to . play on 
the federal scene, setting up or- 
ganisms of consultation and 
discussion towards the eventual 
establishment of a "new Cana- 
dian alliance which would take 
account of the sacred and histo- 
ric rights of the French-Cana- 
dian nation." 

It would be a "worthy inter- 
mediary" in Ottawa, understan- 
ding the realities of the hour, 
that "the movement towards the 
political sovereignty of Quebec 
is irreversible." 
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Thus it would not be a priori 
determined to oppose "the legi- 
timate aspirations of Quebec," 
which would be either "fully 
autonomous in a new Confedera- 
tion," or a "sovereign Quebec 
with which a new alliance would 
have to be negotiated". 

According to Boudreau, the 
manifesto was the work of many 
persons over -a long period of 
time, especially since the April 
elections. Although there were 
no Anglophones in the group 
that drafted it, they were consult- 
ed. 

On February 13 the manifesto 
will be discussed by a special 
assembly of those in general 
agreement with its principles, in 
preparation for the Quebec NDP 
congress, which will begin Fe- 
bruary 18. 

The "grandes lignes" of the 
new policy have already found 
favour with Gérard Marotte, 
President of the Quebec NDP. 

The manifesto comes out stron- 
gly against "imported" ideology, 
even if it be socialist, and prai- 
ses the Parti Québécois for having 
developed its own ideology in a 
democratic manner. 

Laurier LaPierre advised that 
those who want socialism in 
Quebec should join the Parti 
Québécois and make of it a true 
socialist movement, "which it 
is not at the moment." 

According to the manifesto, 
"the socialism of Quebec natio- 
nalists will perhaps not express 



itself in the same way as, the so- 
cialism of the left of English- 
speaking Canada, and will perhaps 
oppose it on occasion on questions 
of detail. 

"But Quebec nationalism will 
become explicitly socialist. It 
will be homegrown socialism, 
and there is no reason for it not 
to be as generous and as open on 
the international plane as the 
socialism of the English-speaking 
left." 

Because of the state of Quebec 
nationalism, "it would be vain 
and absurd to persist in_ wanting 
to impose on Quebec" a sub- 
product of a socialism conceiv- 
ed elsewhere and based on the 
pseudo-sacred character of the 
melting-pot of a Canada from 
coast to coast," the manifesto 
warned. 

Although the Parti Québécois 
• is not a socialist. party, "certain 
of its positions in the field of 
state control go at least as far 
as the positions of the Canadian 
NDP." . 

Furthermore the PQ is an 
"authentically Québécois and 
profoundly popular party" be- 
cause it reflects the national senti- 
ment of the French-Canadians, 
has really taken root in the 
people, functions according to 
the principles of a healthy-- de- 
mocracy with the maximum 
possible participation of its 
members, and is financed exclu- 
sively by its members, with its

E con. students 
elect ÉSU reps

One hundred and sixty-four 
economics students yesterday 
cast ballots for Five positions 
and a motion authorizing the 
Economics Students' Union as the 
sole body representing students' 
interests in the department. 

Elected to the two honours 
posts were Paul Hilsenrath, BA 3, 
with 78 votes and Joseph Jospe, 
BA 3, with 79 votes. Bruce 
Timbres', PhD 2 and Nick Matos- 
sian, PhD 2, with 89 and 103 
votes respectively now represent 
the graduate students. Pierre 
Paquette, MA 2, was elected as 
member-at-large with 82 votes. 

The defeated candidates in 
each section didn't- lose by very 
much. Ed Fine, BA 3, was the 
loser in the honours post by 10 
votes, Brian Riordan, MA 1, lost 
in the graduate section by 20 
votes and John Benjamin, B 
Comm 2 lost as member-at- 
large by 16 votes. 

The election of- the five stu- 
dents to the Department is a real 
victory for the Economic Stu- 
dents' Union who have fought a 
three month battle for student 
representation in the Department. 
Students voted 106 to 24 in favour 
of the motion authorizing the 
ESU to be their union. 

The ESU won their right to 
representation at the Department 
meeting of January 22. Their 
positions have been created for a 
one year trial period after which 
the faculty will evaluate the new 
structure, the faculty evaluation 
was the result of a compromise 
proposal passed at the last meet- 
ing. 



Four of the five representa- 
tives, Jospe, Hilsenrath, Timbres, 
and Paquette - spoke of educa- 
tional reform being their chief 
aim. The students will demand 
more student representation and 
will press for a re-structuring 
of the committees. Paquette 
mentioned a social research 
project for students with accredi- 
tation to maintain relevance with 
the practical world. He also 
emphasized the need for increas- 
ed communication among the 
students. The students reserved 
comment on their goals and 
wished to see how things go in 
this Friday's meeting. Nick Ma- 
tossian, elected to a graduate 
post and a teacher in the faculty 
of Management, was unavailable 
for comment. 

David Young, one of the five 
students involved in the forma- 
tion of the ESU felt that "several 
good people were elected and that 
they would work together". He 
said the passed motion made the 
ESU a legitimate pressure group 
in the Department. 

The constitutionality of the 
election may be challenged at 
this Friday's meeting on the 
grounds that the motion to allow 
students full representation was 
not passed by a two-thirds majo- 
rity in the department. The elect- 
ed students felt that the challenge 
would not have much support now. 

A proposal backed by three 
faculty members will be present- 
ed at the Friday meeting calling 
for the Economics Department 
to protest the government intru- 
sion and investigation of the 
political content of course mate- 
rial in the schools. 
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ECONOMISTS Bruce Timbres, Pierre Paquette, and Paul Hilsenrath are three of the 
students elected yesterday to represent the ESU in the Economics Department. The other 
representatives are Joe Jospe and Nick Matossian. 

EUS approves funds for BSA

The latest episode in the 1500 hassle between 
the Black Students' Association and the Engineering 
Undergraduate Society took place in the Engineering 
common room yesterday. 

Three hundred students gathered and ratified 
the decision by the EUS council to grant 1500 to the 
BSA. The money is to support the participation of 
Montreal blacks in a national Black Youth Conference 
in Toronto. 

Bob Stephens, co-chairman of the BSA, called 
upon the EUS council to step down and asserted that 
it had become an invalid institution as a result of 
its actions. 

He accused one of the EUS councillors, Daniel 
Lee, of selfishness in his actions, and pleaded for a 
vote of ratification of the council's decisions. 

Concern was expressed for the aims of the BSA. 
"All men are brothers and now is the time to show it," 
said Dcvinder Garewal, a former editor of the 
Plumber's Pot. And Daniel Lee added, "I think that 
it's a worthy cause". 

The affair began late last week when the BSA 
presented a petition to the EUS council for funds to 
help send representatives to Toronto. Although the 



■ money was officially promised to them by a majority 
decision in the executive council, the treasurer and 
external vice-president of the EUS refused to pay 
until the decision had been placed before an open 
meeting of the EUS for approval. 

The BSA accused these executives of racism and 
asserted that they had acted in an unconstitutional 
manner by holding up payment. The treasurer, Roy 
Lochhead, and the external vice-president, Gren 
Norton, justified their actions by referring to a pe- 
tition which had circulated among the Engineering 
students. 

The petition called for an open meeting to dis- 
cuss the council's decision and demanded that no 
payment be made until the open meeting had come to 
a decision. 

The petition carried fifty signatures, which are 
the constitutionally requisite number for the calling 
of an open meeting. « 

Some students at the open meeting questioned 
the wisdom of the council's action in granting 1500 to 
the BSA. 

Daniel Lee, a member of the EUS council and 
one of those instrumental in the circulation of the two

budget by Mr. O'Connell, the In- 
ternal V-P of the Students' So- 
ciety, who has written to us, 
(refer February 2nd. Daily is- 
sue) apologising for the "episode", 
which initially arose as a result 
of hasty and misleading interpre- 
tation of the financial statement 
handed in by our Treasurer, Mr. 
Henry Lim. 

A careful review of the budget 
with the Comptroller, Mrs. Hem- 
pey and Mr. O'Connell during 
the meeting on Monday, February 
1st., has revealed that there was 
no deficit on the various events 
held with the exception of a mere 
deficit of $20.42 re X'mas Reu- 
nion & Dance. As a matter of 
fact, we have to date contributed 
to the Students' Society a surplus 
of not less than $85.00 - which 
is clearly shown in Mrs. Hem- 
pey's books. The failure on the 
part of Comptroller and Inter- 
nal Vice President to review the 
budget correctly was most re- 
grettable. 

We certainly urge and empha- 
size to the Students' Society the 
need and urgency to appoint a 
Finance Director and Commit- 
tee as soon as possible. The re- 
peated attempts by our Trea- 
surer since January 26th, to 
locate Mr. O'Connell (the only 
person who can give an expla- 
nation) upon immediate know- 
ledge of the unilateral suspension 
of our budget were futile. No 
communication resulted until six 



days later!! In the meantime, 
with the budget frozen, our an- 
nual Chinese New Year Dinner 
Dance was at stake. 

We hope such inefficiency will 
not be encountered in the future.

Archer also detailed the ad- 
vantages, mainly tax and legal 
benefits, to be had with the trans- 
forming of the Society into* an 
incorporated body. 

A minor scandal broke out when 
a student in the gallery dramat- 
ically expressed his dissatisfac- 
tion with the quality and quantity 
of the food in the Union Cafeteria. 

Michael Voticky, B Com 4 
placed a tray containing two slices 
of roast beef, some cold and 
greasy gravy, and a small potato, 
in front of Internal Vice President 
Kevin O'Connell and demanded 



to know why such a meager of- 
fering was being sold at the ex- 
orbitant price of 65 cents. 

The meeting erupted into chaos 
as O'Connell attempted to defend 
the cafeteria against background 
cries of "shit", and "what is 
it?" Finally, when order was 
restored, Council approved a 
motion asking for ah investiga- 
tion into the quantities served in 
the Union Cafeteria. 

In other business, Archer also 
assigned various portfolios, 
naming Peter Chodos Finance 
Director, Steve Strasser to Clubs 
and Societies, Rene Sorell to 
Major Activities, and Ashley Hil- 
liard as Chief Returning Officer.

Montreal pollution needs disinfectant

Dr. Fred Knelman, of the Hu- 
manities of Science Department 
at Sir George Williams Univer- 
sity, yesterday described Mont- 
real as "a city surrounded by a 
toilet." 

Speaking with several other 
people at a Pollution Symposium 
sponsored by McG ill's Enginee- 
ring Undergraduate ' Society, he 
added that he sees "nothing being 
done or planned in a genuine way 



that will come to grips with this 
great problem. It requires a to- 
tal social revolution ." 

Presenting a more optimistic 
view on the situation was Dr. J. 
B. Bundock, assistant deputy mi- 
nister in the provincial Depart- 
ment of Health. 

He gave a brief outline of what 
the government is doing to com- 
bat pollution, both on the provin- 
cial and federal level. Bundock 
pointed out the five major objec- 
tives of the government's long- 
term legislation: protection of 



health, welfare, industry, cities 
and rural areas, and last, but 
not least, the survival of man- 
kind. 

Representing industry on the 
panel was David Mather, super- 
visor of Dominion Engineering 
Works in Lachine. 

Mather assured the audience of 
200 that "it is the company's in- 
tention to continue plans for pol- 
lution control and to comply with 
anti-pollution regulations to make 
sure that the community is a safe, 
healthy place."

petitions, put forward two main objections to the deci- 
sion. . i 

He said that the Black Youth Conference does not 
involve engineers to any significant extent, and em- 
phasized that Engineering funds should be spent on 
things more closely related to engineers. 

Lee further objected to the "excessive amount" 
of the donation to the BSA, for in his opinion, "$500 
b a lot of money". 

Lee continued his short speech by accusing the 
EUS council of ''financial irresponsibility". 



He stated that there were increasingly large 
priorities for the money of the EUS without spending 
it oh non-engineering societies. Lee indicated that one 
of these priorities was the renovation of the Engi- 
neeririg common lounge. 

Many students felt that support of the BSA was 
largely a private concern of individuals, who should 
contribute individually to the BSA as they saw fit. 

Many others disagreed with this attitude, however. 
Stephens considered the BSA actions to be directed 
against "a problem in the community," and aimed 
at the largely inhibited black youth. 

Devinder Garewal felt that "engineering secta- 
rianism is out of date", and urged Die engineers to 
support the BSA for "fraternal" reasons. 



Open Letter To BSA 

In postponing payment of 1500.00 to the BSA, I felt I was doing my duty, and acting in the best 
interests of the EUS. I felt justified in exercising what I thought was my prerogative in the light of two 
facts: 

1) I had been presented with a petition signed by 50 members of the EUS requesting that I with- 
hold payment, pending the outcome of an open meeting. 

and 2) I did not feel adequately assured that the BSA would abide by the outcome of this meeting. 

In the light of our meeting with the executive of the BSA on Monday, I admit I erred in my 
judgement of your integrity. For this I apologize. 

I will also admit that the officers of the BSA were treated rashly on Friday last. This was due 
to indecision on our part. For this mistreatment I apologize. 

However, to construe our actions as racist is at best ludicrous. To question the integrity of any 
extra-engineering group in such a situation is my responsibility. We made some serious errors, but 
these same circumstances may have befallen any group, irrespective of their colour or creed. 

I submit that the BSA has acted as rashly as, we did in alleging blatant racism on our part. I 
feel, therefore, that in order to consummate the mutual good faith established this week, a retraction 
of the racist charges, and an apology must be forthcoming from the BSA.

financial operations public. 

In the light of all the fore- 
going circumstances, the Quebec 
NDP, according to the mani- 
festo, must recognize that a 
Québécois solution to be deter- 
mined by the people of Quebec 
is the only possible solution 
to French Canada's problems. 

Second, the people of Quebec 
must fully have the right to de- 
cide the degree of self-deter- 
mination which the province 
requires, and have the "sacred 
right" to opt for complete so- 
vereignty, which in such a case 
must be recognized "without 
difficulty and without bitterness 
by English-speaking Canada." 

Third, should Quebec become 
a sovereign state, it would be 
both desirable and mutually 
profitable to negotiate a new 
alliance between .the two Can- 



adas, because of the economic 
realities, interdependence and 
common jurisdictions already 
in existence in such areas as 
transport. 

After having withdrawn from 
Quebec politics, the Quebec 
NDP would work on federal and 
constitutional questions, in 
collaboration with the federal 
NDP, as along as the latter's 
policies did not conflict with the 
principles of the manifesto. ' 

All Quebec NDP candidates 
would have to bind themselves 
to defend and promote the prin- 
ciples. 

If the manifesto is accepted 
by the congress, the Quebec 
NDP will thus have moved from 
a position of federalism with 
special status to one of sove- 
reignty-association, as enunciat- 
ed by René Levesque. 

The framers of the manifesto 
are already thinking of forging an 
alliance with the PQ. The next 
move is up to the Péquistes.
